Missionary Tells of His Strange | 
Adventures in Brazil 

After an adventurous life among 
cannibals in the wildest and least 
known regions of Brazil, Mr, F. 
Glass, missionary of the Evangelical 
Union of South America, has arrived 
in Southampton, : 

He told a strange story of his life 
among tribes that are among the 
most primitive races that still exist in 
the world. 


“To reach them,” he said, “you 
must travel from the coast for four 
days by rail, then trek for three 
weeks on horseback, and after that 
spend several weeks more in a canoe, 
That will bring you to a country 
where a white man is not seen for 
many years on end, 

“The customs of these races are 
primitive in the extreme. They use 
only stone and wooden implements; 
calabashes and shells form their only 
utensils; and they wear no clothing 
whatever, meffly painting their bod- 
ies with bright’ vegetable colors. Yet 
they are a dignified as well as a 
healthy people. They live like anl- 
mals, are perfectly unashamed and 
very superstitious, 

It is with these races that I have 


Spent the greater part of my life. 
There are 400 tribes still in Brazil, 
most of them Aboriginals. ‘They | 


know of no God and have no know- 
ledge of anything but what they see. 
Although their disposition on the 
whole is friendly, they are very sus- 
picious of strangers. ‘Their language 
consists of about 600 words. 

“It is very diMcult to make them 
understand things because of the 
limited vocabulary, For instance, | 
when I wanted to explain what ©! 
locomotive was, TI had to deseribe 
it as a horse of iron with a belly co 
fire. So far as intelligence goes they | 
are babies. 

“During the last six years I have | 
distributed 210,000 copies of the| 
Scriptures among them, and I esti- 
mate that there are least half a mil- 
lion who have never heard of the 


“I have crossed the country from 
many points westward from the Am- 
azon to Columbia, from Rio de Boli- 
via and southwards from the Ca 
to the Argentine, in addition to travel: | 
ing some 4,000 miles by canoe down} 
the Araguaya River. The last jour- 
ney I undertook was one of 6,000 
miles inland to work among the 
Carijos. This mission I carried out 
alone, my only companions were a 
few native runners. 

Brazil is a wonderful country, and 
only one-tenth of it is really populat- 
ed. Where I penetrated, the jungles 
were gorgeous. Wild animals met 
you at practically every step, richly | 
colored parrots and macaws abound- 
ed, and on the great rivers the gran- 
deur of the scenery was enchanting. 

Although one feels appalled some- 
times at the immensity of the work 
that confronts a Christian missionary 
out there, the eagerness with which 
the natives listen to the life and 
teachings of Christ is very encourag: | 
ing, and, so far, my mission has been | 
blessed with much success. 

Mr. Glass has come to England for 
a long rest after his strenuous and 
lonely life. He arrived at Southamp- 
ton on the Royal Mail Company's lin- 
er Arlanza, and proceeded to London, 
which will be his base for the next 
few months.

Canada’s total population as at June 
1st is 8,788,483. This is the final fig- 
ure issued of the sixth census. ‘The 
total represents a gain of 1,581,840 
over the total population recorded in 
1911, an increase of 21.95 per cent. A 
total of 4,439,505 of the Canadian pop- 
ulation is residing in rural districts as 
compared with 4,348,978 in urban cen- 
tres. Ontario leads in population 
with 2,933,663 residents, followed by 
Quebec with 2,361,199. Alberta led 
the way in provincial increase with 
57.22 per cent. followed ‘by Saskatche- 
wan with 53.80 per cent. These two 
western provinces have populations of 
588,454 and 757,510 respectively.

ALBERTA GOVERNMENT NEWS BULLETIN 


(Issued by Publicity Commissioner Government Buildings, Edmonton.) 

A survey of conditions throughont the province in 
connection with the enforcement of the liquor laws has 
been completed by Inspectors Downey, Follis and Rudd, 
who have reported the result of their investigations in 
sixty-seven typical communities, from Rock Mountain 
Park and Vermillion, to Medicine Hat and the Crowsnest 
In submitting a summary of this report to the Attorney 
General, E.S. Bishop, liquor act commissioner, points out 
that the general trend of the inspectors’ findings is that 
the law is now being better enforced than ever before, 
is more generally respected and is increasing in its hold 
upon the sympathy of the public. Special attention 
was paid during the survey to drug stores, billiard rooms 
and restaurants, over 500 establishments of these three 
kinds having been investigted. 


Approximately ten per cent of te farmers in the 
drought : rea in the south have taken advantage of the 
Drought Relief Act, according to a statement made by 
Commissioner E. J. Fream. This has meant the open- 
ing of 2000 files since June last, when the commissioner 
began his work. Altogether he exects that there will 
be about 2500 files opened. “I belieye the peak has been 
past”, Mr. Fream remarked, “and Wwe will now have a 
chance of dealing with these files/so that adjustments 
might be recommended.” } 

Prearations are now being made by the Pro- 
vincial Treasury Department for p new debenture issue 
some time this autumn. The province has $5,000,000 of 
44 per cent. sterling debentures maturing November 1, 
and a refunding issue is to be put out for the pu.pose of 
meeting this obligation when it ‘falls due. No -lefinate 
decesion has yet been reached as to the date anu tems of 
the issue, but it is expected that it will be placed on the 
market in the latter part of September or early in Octo- 
ber, © 


Howard Stutchbury, coal trade commissioner for 
Alberta, has been authorized by Premier Greenfield to 
make a thorough investigation and to secure all avail- 
able data on the manufacture of potato by-products 
with the object in view of assisting the potatoe growers 
of Alberta in finding some means of disposing at a profit 
of their second grade and cull poatoes. While there is 
a good demand for all of the first class potatoes grown 
in the province, the potatoe growers feel that the suc- 
cess of the industry depends entirely upon finding an 
outlet for the lower grades. 


Members of the faculty of agriculture of the 
University of Alberta and officials of the Department of 
Agriculture are out inspecting the fields of seed grain 
that are competing to come into the pure seed class. 
There are’some two hundred men in the Crop Improve- 
ment Association as well as the members of the Canad- 
ment Association as well as the members of the Canad- 
ian Seed Growers Association, whose crops have to be 
carefully inspected before being graded into the class of 
pure seed. A real effort is being made by the farmers 
and the department to estblish the business of growing 
pure seed and to this end the department of agriculture 
has taken over the building formerly occupied by the 
North West Biscuit Company, and will receive the seed 
grain there, clean and grade and distribute it again. 
This is being handled mostly in sacks. Machinery 
is being installed shortly for this purpose. The same 
building provides a home foy the poultry and egg 
marketing service as carried on by the provincial gov- 
ernment, Here they are receiving, candling and distri- 
buting the eggs. i i

Post Office Ranked With Four Courts 
As Beauty Spot 

Dublin is the subject of so many 
tales of fighting and destruction that 
its natural beauty in architecture 
and environs is apt to be overlooked, 
The loss the city sustains by the re- 
curring strife is one of the sorrowful 
features of the whole trouble. The 
post office, which was destroyed in 
the Easter rebellion of 1916, ranked 
with the Four Courts, now the scene 
of siege and battle, as a beauty spot 
within the city’s boundaries. The 
Four Courts was erécted late in the 
eighteenth century, and with its strik- 
ing dome and columns has been one 
of the city’s architectural gems. With- 
in the four facades was a quadrangle 
in which important assemblies were 
held.

Mrs. Greig, who was 86, left her 
native town, Montrose, in Scotland, 
{n 1870, and came to London to seck 
her fortune, She opened a small pro- 
vision shop in High Street, Hornsey, 
and the busigess flourished so well 
that it was not long before branches 
were opened. 

David Greig, who had assisted his 
mother, went to Brixton in 1899 and 
started a branch, That branch be- 
came the headquarters of the firm, 
which has now 100 stores in all parts 
of London, and js one of the largest 
and most reputable trading concerns 
in its kind of business in the south 
of England, 

Mrs, Greig continued to direct the 
| business up to 80 years ago, when she 
retired. She, however, took great 
interest in the firm’s affair up to the
